Madison.—Orders on automobile 


lights 
adopted, 
by the industrial 
commission,, will 
become 
effective 
May 1. 
Standards prescribed -^::! 


apply to all 
automobiles, motor- 
cycles and other similar motor ve- 
hicles,, both while driven, upon the 
highways and while parked. 
The 
standards as prescribed will make 
impossible the use oC diffusing- types 
of lenses, but all other lenses will 
meet the requirements, if properly 
adjusted. 
The standards also can 
be met without the purchase of: any 
patent lenses, through proper ad- 
justment' and dimming. The com- 
mission will issue information upon 
how the standards may be met. Un- 
der standards adopted, adjustment 
is much more important than 
the 
type of lens, and 
the .commission, 


u'rges motorists who purchase lenses 
to secure guarantees that they si.re 
properly adjusted to meet the Wis- 
consin requirements. 
The orders prescribe the minimum 


and maximum candle power per- 
mitted at 100 -feet iti front of the 
motor vehicle, and-seven feet to the 
right of the axle.

Of. the scope of the plan the report says: "The plan 


is national in scopb and operation, yet it is decentralized,. 
It Is different from, anything In operation elsewhere.

Is based upon American experience and is designed to 


'meet American conditions. It employs no legal author- 


ity except! the right of inctuiry. Its basic idea is stimu- 
lation to settlement of differences by the parties in con- 
flict, and the enlistment of public opinion toward en 
forcing the method of settlement."

sult at months of deliberation on the part of the con- 
ference headed by Secretary of Labor William .B. Wil- 
son. It Is so far'us can be judged by casual reading, 
Inn first real plan proposed in America; to bring Into 
trlose relationship the employe and employer in man- 
agement and operation of industry, and in detail,works 
out u. scheme for the settlement of all disputes without 
the- great economic loss which have" -come by strikes 
and unrest.
